None of the prior art teaches the microstrip patch antenna wherein the microstrip array 
antenna is designed using the corporate feeding method and the element spacing of the 
microstrip patch antennas is more than 1X0 at 12GHz to minimize the coupling between the 
microstrip patch antennas, wherein although the element spacing in the array is wider than the 
wavelength at 12GHz in free space, the grating lobes can be reduced by the dielectric superstrate.
